Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 5-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jung 
(USPN 6.816,207). 

Jung discloses a liquid crystal display, which is divided into multiple regions or 
blocks (see figures). A photoresist and mask are used to form the block regions or pixel 
areas. The substrate is divided up into light transmitting portions, which correspond to 
the light shielded portions of the mask. Different regions have differing angles and 
twists, (abstract, figures, col. 2-5, col. 10)
